A Warsaw telegram, dated Friday, states :-- 
In the rezion of Modlin Ostrolenka the ‘Poles, 
in the advance on both banks of the Narew, have 
penetrated the fork formed by the junction of 
this river with the Bug, and have launched a 
converging attack against Pultusk. The Army 
previously defending the Warsaw forts is’ now 
operating against ihe enemy's centre. On the 
right wing an encircli movement between 
Demble and Brest-Litovsk has been carried out 
with startling rapidity. The immediate result of 
the manceuvre has been to cut off the bulk of the 
Bolshevik Army, which was in the bottle-neck 
before Warsaw. On the upper course of the Bug 
the Poles continue to advance towards Mielnik 
and Drohikzin. On the middle course of the 
river fresh Pomeranian t intercepted the 
Bolsheviks who had got to the Vistule.This move- 
ment has removed the threats to the comimuni- 
cations between Warsaw and Danzig by the 
Vistula and railways. 

PERILOUS POSITION OF THE 
EVIKS. 


The Polish attack, writes the Warsaw Cor- 
respondent of the Paris Journal, has placed the 
Bolsheviks in a most perilous’ position, because 
the Red armies have no organised supply ser- 
vice.

COLONEL WARD’S SPEECH. 

Colonel John Ward, Public Works Operativcs’

dependence. There was not the slightest doubt, 
Russia’ was determined to reassert her sway in 
some fortn or another over those people, who 
had secured their liberty. It was stupid for the 
workers in this country to blind their eyes to 
the fact that efforts were made to organise a 
formidable attack on this new State before it 
had hardly got into the- saddle. To a 
certain extent he excused the Polish 
people for having taken the bul! 
by. the horns, and attempted by attacking first 
to remove the danger. He wondered whether, 
in the event of the Polish people having allowed 
the Red Arinies to sweep over their country and 
destroy their State, the Labour movement in 
this country would have raised a single finger 
in defence of them. He was disgusted to hear 
the sesesibabie denunciations of the Polish 
people, now that they had been constituted « 
nation again. British Labour could apparently 
find no good in them, and was hoping and wish- 
ing that they might be destroyed by their 
enemies. (Cries of “ Nonsense,” and uproar.) 

*‘ Allow me to tell you,” said Colonel Ward, 
“that a year ago, and long before this agitation 
or the Council of Action was heard of, the Prime 
Minister fought down every attempt in his 
Cabinet to reviye militarism and any further 
interference in Russian affairs or with the Soviei 
system. The Prime Minister even then was 
utterly opposed to war or to any further use of 
military power or a single soldier in any part of 
the world, if it could be avoided and unless there 
was absolute necessity for it to defend human 
liberty and the independence of people who were 
in danger of being crushed by a bigger neigh- 
hour. When a man does right, even if he is 
Lieyd George, give him credit for it.”

Fer 
rastance, under the Regulations an ordinary 
crime can only be tried, by a Court-martial or 
by-a specially-constituted civil Court, if the 
case is referred to the competent naval or mili- 
tary anthority. Instructions will be issued by 
the Irish Executive to ensure that such cases 
will not be referred to the competent naval or 
military authority, except where the prevalence 
of cctual or threatened violence or intimidation 
has produced conditions } rendering it imprae- 
ticable for them to be dealt with by due process 
of ‘the ordinary law. 


THE REGULATIONS. 


Last night’s London Gazette contamed an 
Order in Council under the Restoration of 
Order in Ireland Act, bringing into effect re- 
gulations for securing the restoration and main- 
temance of order in Ireland. 

The first Regulation provides for the con- 
timnance in operation of the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations which were in force on the 
13th August in Ireland, as Restoration of 
Order Regulations, and schedules are appended 
showirg regulations applying to Ireland as 
they apply to the Defence of the Realm Regu- 
lations to Ireland. 

Regulation 2 contains a definition of crime, 
which is the same definition as «ontaine] in 
the. text of the Restoration of Order Act. 

MANNER OF TRIAL. 

Regulation 3 states—(1) Save as otherwis* 
provided in these Regulations, a person 
alleged to be guilty of a crime committed in 
Ireland, whether on, before, or after the 9th 
day of August, 1920, may be tried by court- 
martial or by a court of summary jurisdiction. 
(2) Whore a person is alleged to be guilty of 
any such crime, (including a person committed 


| for trial or against whom an iadictment has 


been found for any such crime) the cass may 
be referred to the Competent Naval or 
Military Authority, who shall. forthwith in- 
vestigate the case and determine whether or 
not the case is to be proceeded with, and if 
it is to be proceeded with, whether or not 
the crime is a crime punishable on summary 
conviction and of such a character that it 
can adequately be dealt with by a court of 
summary jurisdiction. (3) If it is determined 
that the case is not to be proceeded with, the 
alleged offender, if in custedy, shall (unless he 
is detained on some other charge) forthwith 
be released.

DAIL EIREANN AND HOUSE > 
RENTS. 
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According to veeterlara Jrish Bulletin, a 
“deeree ” has been issued by Dail Eireann, pre- 
hibiting imcreases of rent; except under certain 
specified conditions. The “decree “” states that no 
landlord of any dwellinghonse shall compel a 
tenant to quit his holding, or refuse te renew the 
tenancy of any tenant, if the tenant shall pay a 
reasonable increase ot rent. A “reasonable in- 
erease of rent” is defined es an amount cal- 
culated at 6 per cent. per annum on the expen- 
diture on the improvement or structural altera- 
tion of the house; in addition, an increase on 
the amount paid by the landlerd in respect of 
rates over the rates paid previous to 3rd 
Auenst, 1914; and, further in addition, where 
the landlord is responsible for the whole of the 
external and sanitary repairs, an amount not 
exceeding 15 per cent. on the net rent. The ex- 
pression “net rent” means where the tenant 
pays the rates, the rent at which the premises 
were let on 5rd August, 1914, or at which they 
were first let, and, where the landlord pays the 
rates, the said-rent, less the amount of such 
rates. 


GENERAL NEWS ITEMS. 

The Right Hon. Mr. Walter Long, First Lord 
of the Admiralty, is expected to arrive at 
Copenhagen to-day, from the Kiel Canal, on 
board the Admiralty yacht.
